WESTERN LOANS ARE
HELPING VERMONT

Because Banks Are Able to Call in Their
Money at the Present Time, Ac-
cording to Bank Commis-
sioner Williams.

State Bank Inspector Frank €. Wil
linms finds that the law which Vermont
bas enjoyed for some yoars relative 1o
wllowing its banks to make loans in
other states is proving beneficinl to the
banks wnd the state at the present time
with the eall being made upon these
state institutions for funds. 1§ the lnw
had not existed and all of the louns from
the banks had been within the stute il
wontld have made a different story. just
as it is doing now in Massachusetts, the
banking offivers and state officers of
which are writing Mr. Willilams for ad
vioe a8 to how Vermont is handling her
ciall lonns at the present time. Banks in
that, as well as other states where the
loans have been made within the state,
are being foreed to eall in their loans to
respond to the federal demand for mon-
ev.

The bunking institutions in this state
have in years gone by lowned consider
able money in western states. This lns
been upon farm mortgages but the high
prives whizh the furmers in that part of
the country huve been receiving since the
witt broke out and more espocially in
the last year, has caused them to take
up all loans due and, in many instances,
to pay off the mortgage entirely, This
general paying off of loans has thrown
into Vermont many thousands of dollars
that wonld not otherwise hauve heen in
wae. The same is true of any other Ver
mont institution huving loans in western
states; they ean get their money if they
want it. Of course some do not because
they want to reserve the fleld for future
siles,

The banks at the present time are a
little slow in loaning because they do
not know how large deposits will be
withdrawn from their institutions Jun, |
